nately  while  the  last  sheets  were  being  printetl  the  entire  edition 


was  destroyed  in  the  fire  of  April  last,  and  it  was  necessary  to 
reprint.  Fortunately  a  set  of  the  proofs  had  been  retained. 
Opportunity  was  taken  to  add  to  it  the  new  books  pub- 
lished up  to  July,  making  a  volume  of  374  pages,  of  which 
four  thousand  copies  were  printed.  The  price  was  fixed  at 
twenty-five  cents,  a  sum  rather  below  the  actual  cost,  it  being 
thought  advisable  to  encourage  a  large  sale  of  the  catalogue  by 
selling  at  this  low  price. 

One  of  the  results  of  the  fire  was  that  most  of  the  binderies 
in  the  city  were  destroyed.  As  we  had  been  notified  a  few  weeks 
before  that  our  contract  must  terminate  and  new  contracts  be 
entered  into,  we  were  preparing  samples  for  tender  when  we  were 
forced  to  postpone  asking  for  tenders  until  the  binders  were  in  a 
position  to  give  a  consideration  and  as  a  consequence  have  been 
compelled  to  get  our  binding  done  at  various  small  binderies  until 
such  time  as  the  older  binders  were  in  a  position  to  tender. 

The  condition  of  the  premises  occupied  by  the  Western 
Branch  Libran,^  in  St.  Andrew's  Market  Hall  were  in  a  very  un- 
satisfactory condition  for  some  time  and  your  Building  Committee 
asked  the  City  authorities  to  repair  and  re-decorate;  this  was 
done  during  the  month  of  November,  with  the  result  that  it  is 
now  in  a  better  condition  than  heretofore. 

The  several  branches  are  doing  satisfactorily.  They  are 
filling  a  want  in  the  different  sections  in  which  they  are  situated 
and  it  is  very  gratif^dng  to  see  the  large  number  of  readers,  es- 
pecially young  men  in  the  evenings  at  the  different  desks  and 
tables  availing  themselves  of  the  many  books  and  periodicals 
placed  within  their  reach. 

I  regret  to  announce  that  during  the  year  death  removed  our 
caretaker,  Mr.  George  Nelson,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  the 
Library  Building  since  it  was  first  opened.  He  was  a  painstaking 
servant  of  the  Board  whose  loss  will  be  long  felt. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chief  Li- 
brarian, Secretary-Treasurer  and  Assistants  for  the  efficient  man- 
ner in  which  they  have  discharged  the  duties  pertaining  to  their 
respective  offices.  Also  to  the  members  of  the  Board  for  the 
assistance  and  support  they  have  given  me  in  carrying  out  the 
duties  devolving  upon  the  position  to  which  you  honored  me  at 
the  beginning  of  the  vear.
